If an armed enemy merchant ves-
sel offers armed resistance aguinst
mensures talien under the law of
prize, such resistance is to he over-
come with all means nvailable, The
enemy  government hears all re-
sponsibility for any domages to the
yvessel, eargo and passengers, The
crow are to be taken as prisoners
of war. The pussengers are to be
left to go free, unless it appears
that they participated in the resist-
ance. In the latter case they may
be  proceeded against  under  ex-
traordinary martinl law.

Inly a few days ago consented to
mend its traders unarmed overseas on
the basis of the 'nited States’ attitude
in'the armed liner situation.

‘Amerjcan travelers run little practi-
eal risk of loss of life except through
misunderstanding, waccident, or rank
digobedience of orders on the part of
submarine commonders, according to
German  principles of naval warfare
and pledges mude since.

Austrin will never agree that any ves
sel carrying arms I8 lmmune from attack
without warning, This did not of neces-
MLy mean, the Secretlary I8 understood to
have pointed out, that an immediate viola-
ton of American rights was contemplited.
